Hinckley, Foster to receive award 

GW thanks attempted assassin for contribution to U niversity’s history

A string of bizarre events has plagued 
GW’s campus this week, including the 
crumbling of the Gelman Library, the 
disappearance of the Foggy Bottom 
Metro station and the landing of a UFO 
on the quad, according to Second 
District D.C. Metropolitan Police 
Department Officer Michael “Mark” 
Smith. 

“I saw it all,” GW sophomore 
Maryann Kashimi said. “I was there. It 
really happened.” 

According to Kashimi, no students 
were hurt when the library collapsed 
Monday afternoon. She said GW Stupid 
Association President Franky Petmy- 
monkey got on his blow hom and 
instructed immediate evacuation. 
According to Kashimi, Petmymonkey 
said, “The sky is falling, the sky is fall- 
ing. Grab all the books and get out.” 

Kashimi said all 23 of the books in 
Gelman Library were saved. 

Second on the litany of bizarre occur- 
rences, small green creatures were seen 
scoping the quad Tuesday night after 
their space ship landed, Kashimi said, 
adding they were at GW to examine the 
effects of global warming caused by 
excessive hair spray in the atmosphere. 

“The martians talked and every- 
thing,” she added. Kashimi said she also 
had seen a UFO while enrolled at Tulane 
University, but no one believed her. 
“That’s why I love The GW Fake-It. 
They’ll believe anything,” she said. 


When asked to comment on the inci- 
dents, Vice President for Athletic 
Supporter Services Bobby Chemyuck 
said, “You little shit. You woke me up. 
Sure I said to call any time if it’s impor- 
tant, but I didn’t really mean it. You 
know I don’t really mean anything I 
say.” 

Kashimi said she also sighted GW 
President Stevie Joe Tractorbutt flash- 
ing his chest yesterday at a group of 
prospective freshmen touring campus. 
“He just ripped his shirt open,” Kashimi 
said. “I guess it was a PR stunt or some- 
thing, but it sure didn’t work.” 

Tractorbutt could not be reached for 
comment despite repeated phone calls 
to his home. According to Tractorbutt’s 
children, their father was in his shrine 
eating caviar. 

Kashimi also revealed the Univer- 
sity’s plan for ripping up H Street from 
21st to 23rd streets and building a canal. 
She said Tractorbutt was sick of people 
always referring to the Georgetown 
Canal. “Now GW will be able to 
compete with real topnotch schools,” 
she said. 


Kashimi, an independent consultant 
for the University, said she wants to 
keep students abreast of all news. 


Officer Smith, who was beeped by 
Fake-it staff members, confirmed 
Kashimi’s claims. “Yea, it happened, 
but that’s all I can say. I can’t comment 
on the details,” he said.

As a follow-up to granting the honorary doctoral degree 
to former President Ronald Reagan, the GW Progresso 
Soup Union, Broad’s Issues Now and Students for Free- 
for-all Guns will present some really neat awards to failed 
assassin and all-around cuckoo John Hinckley, Jr. and 
actress Jodie Foster — who inspired Hinckley to shoot 
Reagan, according to former GW student Maryann 
Kashimi. 

Hinckley, now imprisoned in an institution for the 
criminally insane, will be released for five hours to attend 
the April 31 ceremony outside the Washington Hilton 
where the attempted assassination occurred approxi- 
mately 10 years ago. Foster, too, will fly in from Califor- 
nia to accept her prize and make some remarks.

“I 
mean if any man tried to shoot another man for me, I’d fall 
down on my knees and beg for him.” 

Hinckley said he was driven to shoot Reagan because of 
his love for Foster, a love he realized after seeing her in 
Martin Scorsese’s Taxi Driver. The ceremony will be the 
first time Hinckley and Foster have met face to face. 

“I‘m really excited to finally meet him,” Foster said in a 
Fake-it telephone interview. “I mean if a guy tries to kill 
someone because he loves you, normally I would say it 
was no big thing, but John tried to kill Ronald Reagan. I 
figure I owe him at least a kiss to acknowledge his attempt 
to win my love.” 

GW President Skeevin’ Mole Smackherbutt could not 
be reached for comment about the upcoming ceremony. 

Hinckley said he thought it was “sweet” to be getting an 
award from Georgetown University. “That’s a pretty good 
school, isn’t it?” he asked. 


When corrected about which university was actually 
giving him the award, Hinckley said, “Oh, the safety 
school, the one with the cool bus and the yellow banners. 
Sweet.” 

Hinckley said he had been in full support of the Brady 
Bill until Reagan announced support for the bill at last 
week’s presentation. 

“It just wouldn’t be right — politically, you know — 
to agree with something Reagan is supporting. Deep 
down, though, I think it’s a good idea to make the wackos 
of this world wait a week to get a gun,” Hinckley said. 

PSU leader Brad Seagull said, “Karl Marx had a real 
vision and John (Hinckley) was just trying to accomplish 
that dream. 

“Reagan is just a tool of the bourgeoisie attempting to 
dominate the proletariat and crush the middle class for his 
own tempestuous desires and greedy, selfish, capitalistic 
hopes,” Seagull added before being escorted away in a 
straight jacket. 

Outgoing College Republicans President Chris “White 
Boy” Topping said, “Fuck them. I mean what kind of 
liberal assholes give an award to a guy who tries to shoot 
my family’s mentor — the greatest president ever. By the 
way, is the Fake-it covering our speaker tonight?” 

The GW Program Board will sponsor a screening of 
Taxi Driver before the award presentation. The PB will 
also present Hinckley with an unloaded .44 Magnum as a 
gesture acknowledging Hinckley’s recuperation from 
complete insanity. 

When asked what he thought about the upcoming 
events. President Reagan said, “I’m just gonna get a 
burger at the Starvin’ Center and a soda at the Home, go 
see a congressman speak at the Gnat and cheer for the 
Custodians and pretend like the whole thing is going to 
happen as if it had never happened before.”
